“the only loyal Democrats.” Still, there is hope, as chaos is not 
complete. Beyond the silver-lined clouds of Bryanism a strip of 
calm blue sky is widening. Bryan himself is responsible for it and 
he deserves the heartfelt thanks of the community. Disguised as a 
harsh threat, the words are really a message of Democratic salvation. 
If a national convention rashly abandons Bryan and his ’isms, it 
is said to be the Colonel’s intention to found a party of his own, 
outside the Democratic premises.
